LOS ANGELES, Oct. 21.— 
Opposition against Fascist It- 
aly’s war of aggression against 
Ethiopia was expressed here by 
the Central Labor Council at 
its meeting last Friday night, 
despite attempts by the “ma- 
chine” to limit the interpreta- 
tion of the resolution.
